ADVENTURES IN SPACE: The Story of Radar 


Monday, April 1, 1947 


No. 1: Reaching for the Moon

(1) This .is the story of a miracle 


called Radar. . . . This is the story be- 
hind the story of that dramatic, breath- 
less moment on the wind-blown night of 
Jan. 10, 19-30, when one of man's wildest 
dreams came true: He received a mes- 
sage from the moon! . . . That was 
when a radar beam was sent to the 
moon from the U. S. Army Air Corps 
Station at Belmar, N. J., and returned 
to earth. 
Traveling 186,000 miles a 


second (the speed of lieht)'to the moon 


238,000 miles away, the radar message 
.came back in 2.4 seconds. The return 
message sounded like a low hum and 
made a wavy white line on Ihe black 
record sheet of the oscillograph. 


(2) Even before the present age of 


radar and atomic energy, scientists had 
speculaled on sending a beam of light 
to the moon. 
Theoretically a mighty 


searchlight could cast upon Ihe moon 
a bright spot which would be seen by 
the most powerful telescopes. 
(Tele- 


scopes now bring this dead, mountain- 
ous satellite of our earth within a visual 
distance of about 30 miles.) 
The'spot 


of light on the moon would have to be 


a few hundred icct wide to be visible. 
But to make a strong enough beam, the 
searchlight unfortunately would have to 
be several miles across. 


(3) Prior lo the birth of radar as a 


secret weapon of World War II, radio 
signals could not be sent far out from 
the earth's surface. Radio waves, which 
might have been directed loward the 
moon, would have been reflected back 
to earth by Ihe ionosphere. The iono- 
sphere is a layer of very thin air whose 
molecules are charged with electricity 
by 
radiation, from 
the sun. These 


charges drive radio waves back to the 
earth. 


(4) But radar well might be expected 


to perform peacetime wonders such as 
making contact with the moon. 
For 


radar's wartime miracles were hardly 
less startling. 
Using radar, warships 


.sailing in pitch darkness or fogs hit 
enemy vessels many miles away, square- 
ly amidships. 
The firing was dirccled 


by radar whose image showed Ihe ene- 
my vessel in clear oulline. 
Likewise 


radar spotted enemy planes or chore in- 
slallalions great distances away. 
Thus 


radar helped lo win the war for the 
United Nations.

So I urge the 
women who have been left widows 
with children, or who have invalid- 
ed husbands, not lo give up, not 
to part with their children, not to 
become dependent on others, but 
to fight it out, shoulder to shoulder, 
with their husbands, if they still 
have them, or alone, if their men 
have been taken from them. They 
can do it if they have faith and 
courage and stamina."

(1) Your uncomprehending ancestor, 


the caveman, was employing the basic 
principle of .radar when he shouted to- 
ward a cliff and heard his voice bound 


•back from it. For the underlying idea 


of radar is as old as mankind, in fact 
older. That idea is the echo. 


(2) Bats carry their own natural 


"radar equipment." 
That is why, in 


flight, they can perform flieir uncanny 


feats of dodging unseen obstacles. 
Har- 


vard scientists have found that bats 
issue shrill sounds beyond the range of 
the human 
ear. 
Supersonic 
sounds, 


they're called. 
The bat's ear is tuned 


to their echo. 
The sounds were re- 


corded with electrical apparatus by the 
Harvard stivants, who also discovered 
that the bats lost their dodging ability 
if their ears were bandaged. 


(3) As far back as 1920 scientists em- 


ployed sound devices to map the ocean 
bottom. A bell was rung at the bottom 
of a ship. The echo 'was caught by a 
listening device. 
All1.that was neces- 


sary then was to note the lapse of time 
between the ringing of the bell and the 
return of the echo. 
Dividing this in 


half told how long it took the sound 
wave to reach the sea-bottom, 
Since 


sound travels in water at a rate of about 
5000 feet per second, it is easy to calcu- 
late the distance. (The speed of sound 
differs with the medium and the tem- 
perature. The speed of sound in air is 
approximately only 1000 feet per sec- 
ond.) 


(4) Radar follows-the same principle 


as the depth-finder but employs radio 
waves instead of sound waves. This is 


'where' the difficulty of radar begins. 
For unlike sound, a radio wave travels 
with the speed of light, namely 186,000" 
miles a second. Therefore radio waves 
cannot bo limed accurately by ordinary - 
means. To gauge the distance of an in- 
coming airplane, the radir has to indi>- 
cate lime intervals of the, order of a 
50,000th of a'second. This, as we shall 
see later, can be done with the aid of 
the electronic device known as an 
lograph tube.

(1) Your uncomprehending ancestor, 


the caveman, was employing the basic 
principle of .radar when he shouted to- 
ward a cliff and heard his voice bound 


•back from it. For the underlying idea 


of radar is as old as mankind, in fact 
older. That idea is the echo. 


(2) Bats carry their own natural 


"radar equipment." 
That is why, in 


flight, they can perform flieir uncanny 


feats of dodging unseen obstacles. 
Har- 


vard scientists have found that bats 
issue shrill sounds beyond the range of 
the human 
ear. 
Supersonic 
sounds, 


they're called. 
The bat's ear is tuned 


to their echo. 
The sounds were re- 


corded with electrical apparatus by the 
Harvard stivants, who also discovered 
that the bats lost their dodging ability 
if their ears were bandaged. 


(3) As far back as 1920 scientists em- 


ployed sound devices to map the ocean 
bottom. A bell was rung at the bottom 
of a ship. The echo 'was caught by a 
listening device. 
All1.that was neces- 


sary then was to note the lapse of time 
between the ringing of the bell and the 
return of the echo. 
Dividing this in 


half told how long it took the sound 
wave to reach the sea-bottom, 
Since 


sound travels in water at a rate of about 
5000 feet per second, it is easy to calcu- 
late the distance. (The speed of sound 
differs with the medium and the tem- 
perature. The speed of sound in air is 
approximately only 1000 feet per sec- 
ond.) 


(4) Radar follows-the same principle 


as the depth-finder but employs radio 
waves instead of sound waves. This is 


'where' the difficulty of radar begins. 
For unlike sound, a radio wave travels 
with the speed of light, namely 186,000" 
miles a second. Therefore radio waves 
cannot bo limed accurately by ordinary - 
means. To gauge the distance of an in- 
coming airplane, the radir has to indi>- 
cate lime intervals of the, order of a 
50,000th of a'second. This, as we shall 
see later, can be done with the aid of 
the electronic device known as an 
lograph tube.

Author, Dies 


Raleigh, N. C., April 3 — W— 


Thomas Dixon, 82, author of "The 
Clansman," upon which the great, 
silent motion picture, "The Birth 
of a Nation" was based, died at 
his home nerc early today after a 
long period of ill health. 


Dixon, a native of this state, be- 


gan his career as a lawyer but he 
soon turned to the Baptist minis- 
try. 
For ten years he preached in 


New York City to ever growing 
congregations. 


He wrote his first novel, "The 


Leopard's Spots," in 1902. It dealt 
with reconstruction in 
the 
Pied- 


mont area of the Carolinas and 
noted him $100,000 by the sale of 
a million copies. "The One Wom- 
an," came next followed by "The 
Clansman." 


In all. he wrote 22 novels, deal-
